Early. Days Recalled, 


Mr. Hallifax, in a brief spech, 
observed that Sir  Shou-son 
Chow’s speech bore obvious marks 
of collaboration and he felt con- 
fident (if ‘or no other reason-than 
that Dr, Kotewall had just told 
him) that the Chairman had ir-: 
voked the ald of Dr. Kotewall’s 
neademic polish to frame the, very 
kindly sentiments that had been 
expressed in Sir Shou-son Chow’s 
speech.

It was his service in the New 
Territories that were, his most 
pleasant memories, ssid _ Mr.

He 
was a police ‘officer, land officer, 
magistrate and treasury officer all 
at once. Once, while just about 
to go out for a jaunt jn the coun-’ 
try, he nuticed his -hat and several 
other . articles ‘were missing. 
The thief was apprehended and 
Mr. Hallifax had to act as com- 
plainant, charge him as 4 police 
officer, try, convict and sentence 
the thieif as a Magistrate and

I am 
very, proud of the honour and very 
grateful‘for the opportunity. I 
thank you. gentlemen most sincere- 
‘ly. (Applause). 
Early Days. Recalled, 

Mr, Hallifax, in’ brief spech, 
observed that Sir’: Shou-son 
Chow’s specch bore obvious marks 
of collaboration and. he felt con- 
fident (if ‘or no other reason than 
that Dr, Kotewall had’ just told 
him): that the Chairman had ir- 
voked the. aid of Dr. Kotewall’s 
academic.polish-to frame the very 
kindly sentiments that had’.been 
expressed in Sir Shou-3s0n Chow’s 
apeech. He felt he was unable to 
compete with. either of these tvo 
He’ supposd-that au- 
man nature was all too ready to 
absorb flattery and having heard 
Sir Shou-son Chow he. felt firmly 
convinced that he knew ‘a tre- 
mendous lot about China and the 
Chinese!. " F 

Mr. Wallifax "recalled the .days, 


when he first came to the Colony, 


days: during which the late’ Dr: 
Sun Yat-sen was kidnapped. in 
London. He alsa recalled days 
spent in Canton and also his con- 
nection with the Police. He re- 
counted some. of the Interesting 
cases during, his connection with 
the Force. o "| 

It was his service in the New 
Territories that “were: his, most 
pleasant memories, said’ Mr. 
Hallifax. “For'‘eight years I waa 
in the New Territories, and I can 
only say that it was a lovely place 
—no roads, no railways, no houses 
of any account, no telephones. 
The’ teleplione existed but it had’ 
the unhappy habit.of breaking 
down at inconvenient. times.” 

One incident in the New 
Terrijtorics, he recounted caused a 
xood deal of amusement. He 
‘was a police officer, Jand officer, 
magistrate and treasury officer all 
at once, .Once, while just about 


sto go out fora jaunt jn the coun- 


try, he nuticed his"hat and several 
other .articles were missing. 
The thief was apprehended and 
Mr. .Wallifax had to act as com- 
plainant, charge him as-a police 
Officer, try, convict and ‘sentence 
the thieif,as a Magistrate and 
collect the fine as a treasury offt- 
eer! " : 

Mr. Hallifax paid a great tri- 
bute to his many Chinese friends 
in Hongkong and. said that their 
sound counsel and advice had 
made it possible for him to count 
on their co-operation at all times. 


Government .’was_ really 
wonderful. Mr. Hallifax con- 
eluded his speech by a quatation 
ini Chinese in which he.asked to 
be remembered'as a friend always 
and that he in turn would remem- 
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having been ‘called upan to apeak 
after he had stipulated that he 
should ba allowed the role of the 
silent onlooker. 

' He . acknowledged the ‘osts’ 
kindness in inviting him to , the 
farewell-gathering of two such dis- 
tinguished friends as Sir Joseph 
Kemp'and Mr. Hallifax. He had 
not- known Sir Joseph’ for many 
years, in fact he had only known 


him ‘since. his. arrival” in the’ 


Colony three years ago, but on 
looking through the files, he had 
been greatly struck by the good 
work that Sir, Joseph had per- 
formed as Attorney General. He 
relinquished that office before he 
(the speaker) arrived in the, 
Colony,” but the - effect of Sir 
Joseph's work still held. in the 

Colony. » 

‘His Excellency said that Sir 
Joseph had made.n great name for 
himself as a judge in the Colony. 
He was retiring at what might be 
called a young age for the judicial 
bench. They would regard him 
in England as a mere body. ‘T 
understand, said His Excellency, 
“that he-is anxious to get home to 
see his family and his. son, of 
whom he is very. proud, and’ ‘in 
that I-'must confess .a certain 
amount of sympathy. He was'a 
very good friend of my own son 
and I can ‘only express the hope 
that his son will’ follow in his 
father's footsteps.” _ : 

“His Excellency then referred to 
Mr. Hallifax as a very ald friend 

| with whom ‘he had travelled out 
nearly ‘36 ‘years ago on the, same 
ship to the ar East. “We have 
met on virious occasions since then 
and therefore: it: waa'a very great 
pleasure to me when I ‘came to 
this’ Colony: to find an old friend 
in whom I feel I could always put 
great trust.” 

Both as Seegretary. for Chinese 
Affairs and as_ acting Colonial 
Secretary, Mr. Hallifax had been 
a very loyal officer, ‘There have 
been, no doubt; many Scerctaries 


for Chinese Affairs. who. have}. 


gained high reputations here, but 
I venture to say that there has 
been no §.C.A. who has gained the 
- respect, ‘regard and affection: of 
the Chinese community to the 
same extent as Mr. Hallifax.” 
said His Excellency. 

He felt very sad that the oc- 
‘easion was one in. which they had 
, to say good-bye to two very loyal 
‘officers, “I join with you gentle- 

men,” said His Excellency’ “in 
: wishing Sir-Joseph. Kemp and Mr. 
Hallifax great happiness in their 
j retirement and I thank my hosts 
again for giving me the opportunity 
of attending this function. (Ap- 
.plause). ; '
